With respect to applicant's arguments of the 102, where the applicant states 'clearly, the 
cookies (and data) removed upon a user logging out of the authentication server are the cookies 
placed on the client computer system by other web servers which were visited by the client 
computer system since the last logout from the authentication server. Applicant finds no 
disclosure in Howard to teach or suggest deleting the cookie that contains a list of all sites 
visited by the user since the last logout from the authentication server when the user logs out of 
the authentication server. ' 

In reply, as applicant stated in final rejection, page 9, the cookies are copied to the client 
in response to a login of the system (col. 7 line 14), the cookies include a tracking cookie (col. 7 
line 24), and the cookies are removed from the client in response to a logout (col. 7 lines 28-29). 

Since all cookies are deleted from the client system upon logout, and one of the cookies 
is the tracking cookie, Howard does teach and suggest deleting the cookie that contains a list of 
all sites visited by the user since the last logout when the user logs out of the authentication 
server. Other cookies are removed by other servers, and the list is used to do so, but since the 
cookies placed on the client are removed at logout, it must include the cookies placed there by 
the authentication server, thus including the tracking cookie.
